In principle, Onnlpol is entrusted with the same functions as those it formerly 
carried out for Skoda* It now operates on behalf of the entire Czechoslovak 
natal and machinery industry, i*e. for the nationalized organisation Kovostroj 
established in Prague. It Is one of the 120 concerns which belon- to Kbvqstroj 
and works under this organisation.)

ties of the concern still show a certain amount of continuity* 
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The General Director of Kovostroj, P. Fabinger, selects representatives of the 
concerns which have the root interest in Onnlpol 9 s activities as members of the 
managing board a i essrs. Skoda, for example, are represented by their financial 
director, Skrivanek, and by director M* Rate aka f who is the present head of the 
demrtrent of Kovostroj which deals with exports of non-military material* 

The functions of Qmnipol are very numerous* The principal duty of the firm in, 
as formerly, to supervise transfer operations through the various clearing organi- 
sations* For this purpose, Onnlpol imports various raw rate rials and finished 
goods which are required not only by the natal industries but also by other 
branches* In addition to semi-precious ratals and non-ferrous ratals, ball hear- 
ings , measuring Instruments, etc*, Ornipol buys wool, cotton, oil seeds, potatoes, 
and . similar products. Every effort is made to exnloJt the good business connec- 
tions which Onnlpol enjoys in all quarters of the wcrld. The formerly vary large 
cereal trade conducted by the organisation has, however, now been transferred to 
other companies* . ' 

Ornipol also carries on export business, mainly in smaller mass-produced articles 
supplied by Kovostroj, such as crockery, cutlery, household utensils, optical In- 
struments, macs k5.ts, helmets, and the like. As a result of the process of nationali- 
zation and concentration or business, the scope of Onnlpol 1 n activities is slowly 
shrinking. 
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Ocnipol works with its own capital as an independent commercial enterprise and 
lias access to fairly large tank credits. The organizations rMch have most influ- 
ence on Omnipol, apart from KovostroJ, are the Ministry of Foreign Trade and the 
National Sank. These two authorities, although they are not represented on i/he 
hoard, have to be informed of all large transactions. This is done in order to 
control Omnipol’ s activities and coordinate then with the interests and urograms 
of the Ministry and the Bank. 


Omnipol cooperates with the Metal Distribution Office only insofar as it carries 
out individual purchases of retals from abroad. The cases are thus few and far 
between* Furthernora, Omnipol frequently receives requests fron the Ministry of 
Foreifjn Trade to make certain q^urchases of raw ratorials on its behalf* 
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
